This beam i3 eight inches thick and about twenty-four inches 
wide. The front rail of the gullory is panel work of 
boards twenty -four inches wide set between two supporting 
columns. 

It was tiie custom to build these galleries for the 
slaves that attended church. **t the present time, this one 
is used for junday -chool classes. 

The first pulpit in the church was about four steps 
high and paneled all around except the entrance. -bout 
forty-five years ago the old pulpit was torn down and a more 
nodern pulpit was built by J. Brown. Just a few years 
ago the auditorium was repla3tered, and refloored with fine 
hardwood floorin Four ounday school rooms and basement 

have been erected adjoining the old building. 

The old session house that was built when the church 
was first built was sold to Henry Kesler after the new Sunday 
Jchool rooms were built. 

About the year of ie94, the Ladies .add society of the 
church employed -lObert J. Brown end ..obert L. Brown to build 
the belfry. This old church has stood for u period of ninety 
years and is in a fine state of preservation. It ha3 the 
appearance of standing another century or more.
